1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 8/21/2008 regarding claims 1-30 have been fully 
considered. Claims 1-30 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing an apparatus capable of simultaneous 
execution of two or more threads of instructions, comprising the functions of: 

"at least two resource units, each capable of being assigned to an instruction of each of 
the threads, wherein each of the resource units is configured to implement only a subset of 
instruction types of an instruction set; 

at least one of the threads requesting use of one of the resource units for processing a 
current instruction." 

The closet prior art, Whittaker et al. (USP 5,968,167), discloses a data processing 
management system that comprises a media control core and data processing units for 
controlling the execution of multiple threads of processing instructions. However, Whittaker 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This 
renders the claims allowable.
